It Is known that since the election 
Mayor Smith has talked to Trustee 
W. X Hills lnforms!iy on th* subject; 
'hough no conference has been ar- 
ranged to discuss the situation thor- 
oughly. 

The schools agar manage to get 
through this year in a crippled con- 
dition. antlripatmK July revenue 
again and carrvlng throuEh June a 
debt of $4,500 but that would start 
them In next year with the same de- 
pleted condition of the treasury, with 
extra expenses of neglected repairs, 
and the same dearth of sanitary and 
hygienic arrang- menta at the schools, 
aa well as unfit equipment. Instead 
of cutting dow n expenaes. there la an 
urgent necessity for the schools to 
Increase th* teaching force fur the 
sake of the children, who are crowded 
many more In a room than a teacher 
can teach with justice to the pupils 
The Fund*. 
The money the schools will get can 
be estimated. Stste Treasurer Bd 
Fsrley said they will receive about 
$7.Oft0 before January 1. and the city 
will give them approximately $13,0u«> 
In January the state will give them 
about H'J.ilOO more and th- cky will 
give the schools about llsoo© ap to 
and including July. It will require 
between $36.<>»> and 14-O.ivoO to run 
the schools during that period for 
salaries and Incldentala. and there Is a 
debt of $4.5s>0 In notes, besides side- 
«., , ., --in. • • and the ,«..,„ands 
put upon the schools by the board of 
health. 

It is not a pleasant prospect that 
confronts the schools, especially If 
they have to use up that $18. into due 
In July for this year. 

A city can retrench from one year 
lo another, but it Is a different mnt- 
ter for a school to retrench, when Its 
support now Is so meagre that Its 
equipment and Ihe number of teach- 
ers snd the pay are not up to the or- 
dinary standard. Street improvements 
can be postponed, but the postpone- 
ment of the Improvement of :i child's 
mind and the curtailment of expend- 
itures, to that end, are not lightly to 
be considered. 

Some people suggest that a special 
election for a school bond Issue be 
held, the amount of bonds to be lim- 
ited to the actual present needs of the 
schools and that the question be care- 
fully explained to the voters.

In order to win It, th«>y must be able 
to show the voter* Just how every 
cent derived from the bond* can b.' 
used to adrantage. 

Next In importance) It securing 
larger annual revenue ftr the schools 
Thev must go to the legislature for 
that, and the other threa cities of the 
second class muM be won over. It 
the legislature will Increase the maxi- 
mum for school purpoaee to about 50 
cents on the $100. allowing the other 
cities to maintain the levy at the 
present figures. If they dealre. II wlls 
be all Paducah demands. Then th* 
school board should be reduced froth 
twelve to five men, elected from the 
city at large, and the revenue, or « 
certain specified portion, should be 
held sacred bj law for the teachers' 
pay. 

In order to accomplish these ends 
work must be commenced at one* 
and an organisation should be 
formed, through which the city may 
get In touch with the other three 
cities and with the legislators. Too 
frequently cltle* wait until the legia 
lature is in session, and conflicting 
Interests tie np the leglslstors. before 
they press their claims. 

Particularly the women should re 
main with this cause until the schools 
win. The women are more insistent 
in their advocacy of a cause, more 
single minded in their devotion to a 
purpose, than are men. and they have 
a great work before them, which 
press e d at this time while the public 
attention of, Paducah is riveted on tho 
schools, tan be accomplished with 
the least effort.
